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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' response, filed 1 1 August 2004, has been fully considered. Rejections and/or 
objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following 
rejections and/or objections are either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete 
set presently being applied to the instant application. 

Claims 1-32 are currently pending. This application contains claims 9-16 and 25-32 
drawn to an invention nonelected without traverse in the response dated 26 November 2003. A 
complete reply to the final rejection must include cancellation of nonelected claims or other 
appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01. 

Specification 

The objection to the specification has been withdrawn in view of Applicants 
amendments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-8 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. See the previous Office Action for a complete text of 
the rejection. 

Applicant argues that the amendment to claim 1 to "recite a method and system for the 
determination of orientation of a biological sequence" is sufficient to obviate the rejection as "the 
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process for analyzing the sequence orientation produces a concrete, tangible, and useful result". 
This is not persuasive in that the claimed method still fails to recite a useful result. As such, the 
method is merely one of mathematical manipulation of data with no clear outcome or result such 
that the method is concrete, tangible, or useful. The claim fails to recite a physical step, a 
transformation of data, or an output. 

Note that claims 1-8 are still directed to a method, and that claims 17-24, which are 
directed to the system, are not rejected as being non-statutory. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-8 and 17-24 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicant has amended claims 1 and 17 to recite "obtaining a plurality of evidence about 
the orientation". This is vague and indefinite as it is unclear what kinds of evidence, other than 
sequence annotation, is being obtained. Furthermore, sequence annotation can comprise 
numerous parameters, such as sequence length, sequence homology information, and other such 
information. There is nothing in the claims that make clear what is being obtained. 

Applicant has amended claims 1 and 18 to recite "defining a prior probability of an 
hypothesis that the biological sequence having said orientation". It is unclear what is intended 
by this step, as it does not make sense. Clarification is requested. 
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Applicant argues that the above amendments have obviated the rejections of record. 
However, the claims remain unclear for the reasons stated above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The rejection over claims 1-3 and 17-19 as being anticipated by Ma et al (1999) has been 
withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendment to the claims and arguments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The rejection over claims 1-8 and 17-24 as being unpatentable over Ma et al (1999), in 
view of Bailey et al. (1998) has been withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendment to the claims 
and arguments. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
